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Begin and Carter 
open talks today

Menahem Begin and President Jim. 
uy Carter open their talks here to^ 
Oay with differences In their ap> 
proach to a Middle East solution, but 
Apparently with a common wish to 
avoid a confrontation. 

Israel Prime Minister will 
seek to establish a good personal 
Relationship with the American 
Resident. At the same time. Begin 
^11 present the legal and security 
aspects of his position on Judea and 
Samaria. 

Begin appears to be hoping that 
even a failure to reach agreement 
will not lead to an open quarrel. 
Moreoevor. he has reportedly come 
prepared to demonstrate flexibility 
on the issues of Sinai and the Golan. 

For his part. Carter will probably 
seek to demonstrate his support for 
Israel and the seriousness with 
which his administration views the 
problems involved in the region. 

Begin arrived here yesterday from 


New York by Air Force plane. On his 
arrival, he expressed hope for 
progress towards "real peace in the 
Middle Bast." He said he hoped that 
his talks with Carter would help 
deepen the friendship between the 
two countries. 

Begin was met at Andrews Air 
Force Base Secretary of State 
and Mrs. Cyrus Vance, the Assistant 
Secretary of State and Mrs. Alfred 
Atherton, and the chief of protocol. 
Begin shook hands with the 
dignitaries in the receiving line. 
When be came to the U.S. Am- 
bassador to Israel, Sam Lewis, he 
embraced him. 

Children from a Washington 
Hebrew school waved American and 
Israeli flags and sang aHebrew song 
as the Vernier walked aloz^ the tar- 
mac. 

From the airport. Begin was 
driven to Blair House to rest. ITie 
talks with Carter will be preceded by 
an official ceremony on the White 
House lawn. 


Begin gets Soloveitchik’s 
approval for plan to 
combine memorial days

NEW TORE. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin raised with Rabbi 
Josei4i Ber Soloveltehik of Boston on 
Sunday evening a proposal to shift to 
Tisha be'Av both Holocaust 
Memorial Day and Memorial Day 
for the Nation's Fallen Soldiers. 

The respected spiritual leader of 
the mainstream Orthodox move- 
ment expressed his approval, it was 
reported. 

Begin asked aide Yehuda Avner to 
get the reactions of Israel's two chief 
rabbis upon the party’s return to 
Israel. 

Rabbi Soloveltehik had flown in 
from Boston to see Begin at his 
Waldorf suite. Both men were bom 
in the Lithuanian town of Brisk, and 
the rabbi apparently had been ac- 
quainted with Begin’s father. 

After their talk. Begin travelled to 
Ek'ooklyn and talk^ alone for two 
hours with the Lubavitcher rabbi. 

'Ihe two men sat over tea and cake 
in the rabbi’s study as several hun- 
dred hassidim waited patiently In 
the street for Israel's Prime 
Minister to emerge and newsmen 
ana Israel officials milled around in 
neighbouring rooms. 

Before clearing the study of 
newsmen. Begin asked In Hebrew 
for the rabbi's blessing to 
“strengthen me“ for the ap- 


proaching talks with President 
Carter. The Hassidlc leader respond- 
ed in Yiddish. Both repeated their 
statements in English at the request 
of American TV cameramen. 

A sophisticated communications 
room cn the ground floor of the rab- 
bi's Grown Heights headquarters 
had tapes of the exchange available 
to newsmen within half an hour. 

Rabbi Menachem Schneerson, the 
76-year-old Sorbonne-educated 
leader of the Lubavitch (Habad) 
wing of Hassidism hsid last seen 
Begin in December when the tiien 
leader of the opposition was 
reportedly in doubt over his Involve- 
ment in the Knesset elections for 
health reasons. 

A Lubavitch spokesman said the 
rabbi had encouraged him to run and 
predicted he would do well at the 

polls- 

The meeting with the Hassidic 
leader ended after midnight. 

The Prime Minister’s talk with 
Rabbi Soloveltehik was held after he 
had returned from a meeting on the 
I^wer East Side with leaders of the 
Aguda Council of Sages, where the 
question of the "Who is a Jew" 
amendment was briefly loucbed up- 
on. 

The meeting was held at the coun- 
cil's request and took place at Its of- 
fices because of the ill health of the 
council head Rabbi Moshe Fb instein.

Smith dissolves 
parliament 

SALISBURY iUPI). Prime 
Minister Ian Smith accusing Britain 
of trying to force Rhodesia to Mcept 
an unfair majority rule settlement, 
announced yesterdeiy that general 
elections will be held on August 31 
and said the results would show 
white Rhodesia is not weak and 
divided. 

Smith -said that following elec- 
tions, he would set up a "broad- 
based" government including 
moderate blacks willing to work 
"peacefully and constitutionally 
with the government."

"The recent visit to Salisbury of the 
British and American represen- 
tatives Indicated a dramatic change 
for the worse In the current settle- 
ment Initiative. 


A1 Schwimmer quits as managing director 

SacharoY named lAl chairman

In a move that has surprised avia- 
tion circles, Defence Minister Elzer 
Weisman yesterday appointed a 
comparatively unknown outsider as 
chairman of the board of Israel Air- 
craft Industries, whereupon lAI 
founder and manager, A1 
Schwimmer announced he was quit- 
ting. 

In a terse public statement, the 
Defence Ministry explained that 
Welzman had decided to pass over 
Schwimmer for the post of board 
chairman in favour of Israel 
Sacharov, an industrialist. 

Schwimmer bad been asked to re- 
tain his post as managing director 
for at least six months. But 
Schwimmer, 60, who had been 
former Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres’ choice for lAl board chair- 
man. said that he will be winding up 
by October l. 

Schwimmer built the lAI from a 
company of 27 employees In 1953 to 
18.000 In 1978. He pushed through 
such projects as the production of 
the lUir fighter and the Westwind 
commercial jet — projects which 
were considered over ambitious emd 
Impossible technologically. He was 
currently fighting for permission to 
produce a third generation Israeli 
warplane, as well as a series of local- 
ly produced helicopters — both pro- 
jects being bitterly opposed by the 
Air Fbrce end defence planners. 

Schwimmer, an American by 
birth, came to Israel with Mahal —

volunteers from overseas — on the 
eve of statehood and spent three 
years acquiring arms surreptitious- 
ly for the country. He was picked by 
the late David Ben-Gurion to es- 
tablish the country's only aircraft in- 
dustry in the early fifties, and 
received the Rothschild prize for out- 
standing ser\’ice to Israel In 1971. 

Schwimmer’s career, however, 
has been patched with criticism. The 
Stale Comptroller in a recent report, 
intinfated that ^hwimmer should 
not be appointed chairman of the 
board after detailing what he con- 
sidered bad management at the lAl. 
But strong backing from former 
Defence leister ftres averted a 
discussion within the Labour Party 
aimed at re-assessing Setawimmer's 
role at the lAI. 


Schwimmer in 1973 threatened to 
resign over then Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan's intention to appoint 
former Air Force Commander 
Mordechai Hod to the chairmanship 
of the board. The crisis dissipated 
when, a few days later, the Yom Kip- 
pur war broke out. Relations 
between Schwimmer and Dayan 
remained bad. and it is thought that 
the present Foreign Minister may 
have had a say in Weizman's deci- 
sion. 

Wclzman himself, however, had 
made his feelings known that 
Schwimmer would not get the board 
position. One of his first acts as 
minister was to offer the job to 
former Air Force chief Dan 
Tolkowsky. Tolkowsky declined, and 
it was common knowledge that Wclz- 
man was lookup around In almost 
every direction — except at 
&hwljnmrr himself — for a new 
teard chairman. {The JerntAalern. 
Post reported yesterday that Weiz- 
man intended to replace 
Schwimmer.! 

It is not yet known who will 
succeed Schwimmer. Tbe two main 
candidates — both from within the 
lAl — arc Israel Roth and Gabriel 
Gidor.

Calm reaction to price zoom

Histadrut criticizes 
‘one-sided measures’

TEL A VTV The Hirtadrut will ask 

the government to enter Into Im- 
mediate negotiations on compensa- 
tion tor the woricers as a result of 
what the Histadrut describes as "the 
government's one-sided economic 
measures." The Histadrut will edso 
organize protest meetings during 
working hours at places of employ- 
ment around the country. 

'Rieae resolutions were passed last 
night at an emergency meeting of 
the Histadrut executive committee. 
They were proposed by the Histadrut 
central comnrtttee earlier yester- 
day. 

Only the Likud voted against the 
resolutions, the Independent 
Liberals abstained, and all the other 
parties (after their more radical 
resolutions were rejected) joined the 
Labour majority. 

Though it was obvious from the 
beginning that the central com- 
mittee (Labour) resolution would 
pass, the meeting was long and 
noisy. During bis opening remarks, 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshel was Interrupted 
continually by shouts from the 
audience — some from his sup- 
porters but most from the opposition 
on both the left and right. 

Meshel said the Histadrut objected 
to the economic measures not 
because they were carried out by the 
Likud but rather because the 
programme itself was bad. Price 
rises would not curb inflation, he 
said, and if only welfare cases are to 
be compansated many workers 
would soon choose to go on welfare. 

Compensation for families with 
four or more children was not a good 
criterion, he said, because there 
were large families with high in- 
comes and smaller families which 
have a hard time putting two 
children through high school on the 
upper-middle-class salary of 116,000 
a month. 

Thenext speaker. Daniel Nahmanl 
of the Likud, was booed off the plat- 
form when he said that the economic 
measures were made necessary by 
the "inheritance" which the Likud 
obtained from the Labour Align- 


ment. "When the Labour party was 
at the helm of the government, we of 
the Likud had to send letters and 
telegrams to BCeshel for three weeks 
^Ufter economic measures before the 
executive committee was sum- 
moned. rills time, you arranged a 
meeting very quickly," he shouted 
above the boos. 

Many speakers from the left asked 
Likud members how they could sup- 
port a government policy that hurt 
the poor people wbo elected them. 

David Levy (now Minister of Ab- 
sorption but formerly the Likud's 
candidate for Secretary-General of 
the Histadrut 1 was quoted often dur- 
ing the meeting. So was .Ehrlich, in 
an eftort to show Uiat Sun'dior night’s 
economic measures were a breach of 
promises he had made. 

Th e fact that the Histadrut had not 
been consulted, at the very time 
when Meshel and Ehrlich were hav- 
ing meetings to discuss economic 
policy, was stressed by many of the 
Labouu: speakers. 

"Everyone marvelled at the 
aecrecy." Meshel said. “But 
economic matters aren't a militaiy 
operation. It’s true that a 
panic was avoided and people didn't 
hoard large quantities of foodstuffs. 
But what about the wholesalers wbo 
have air that stock in their 
warehouses? Are they going to be 
allowed to get rich now?" 

"It’s the same speeches as 
always,” someone In the audience 
commented, "only now the Ukud 
and Labotir have changed places." 

Meshel said that the c-o-1 incre- 
ment was meant for "ordinary" 
price increases and that the “one- 
sided" government measures re- 
quired a separate calculation of the 
compensation due the workers,

IDF mum on defence cuts

The military has refused to com- 
ment publicly on the Ha.4 billion cut 
in the defence budget. It is un- 
derstood that the general staff has 
received no clear guidelines as to 
where the cuts are expected to be 
made as yet, and that even when 
apeclfic Instructions are received 
there will be no debate or public 
reaction by the IDF. 

Officers were saying privately last 
night, however, that they feel the 
cuts will be primarily "cosmetic," 
since the only item which could 
possibly be trimmed is the operating 
budget — a sum of around IL9 
billion, from which 23 per cent could 
hardly be removed, especially in 
light of rising prices. 

When the 1977 defence budget was 
prepared by the Labour government 
late last year, there was a 14per cent 
disparity between what the Defence 
Ministry was asking for and the 
1L15.^ billion the Treasury was 
prepared to give. 

'The problem of the difference was 
resolved to a certain degree when 
former defence minister Shimon 
Feres managed to get a 3600m. one- 
time grant from the U.S. when he 
visited America in D.rcember last 
year. 


At the time. Peres said that both 
the Defence Ministry and the 
Treasury were agreed that the ques- 
tion of defence budgetary cuts were 
not a matter of cutting down on 
waste, but related to elementary 
policy decisions as to what to 
purchase and what to build. 

In the past, the IDF has made cuts 
tn training hours, investing in 
simulation in order to out trailing 
costs. But these continue to be high 
and constitute a significant part of 
the budget. Another expensive item 
— and one which grows by ten per 
cent each year — Is the rehabilita- 
tion budget for war veterans, which 
this year was over ILd billion.

U.S. rabbi says Rumania harasses emigrants 


WASHINGTON. — A State Depart- 
ment official and a Jewish leader 
yesterday offered sharply opposing 
views to a Congress committee 
about Rumania’‘s attitude on emigra- 
tion of its citizens. Including Jews. 

The U.S. Administration is keen to 
extend most favoured nation treat- 
ment to Rumania, claiming this 
would encourage Bucharest's grow- 
ing political independence and its 
role in reducing East- West tensions. 

State Department counselor 
Matthew NimeU told the Mouse sub- 


committee on trade "there are signs 
of greater Rumanian willingness in 
recemt months to permit increased 
emigration to other countries," In- 
cluding Israel. 

Rabbi Israel Miller, representing 
the Conference of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, said that 
"since the renewal of most-favoured 
nation status for Rumania last 
September, the emigration situation 
has deteriorated markedly." 

Miller said the American Jewish 
community would support tfae ter-

mination of favoured status for 
Rumania, if there Is no significant 
improvement in Rumania's emigra- 
tion performance, 

Nimetz stressed Rumania's 
political independence within the 
Soviet-dominated nations by main- 
taining relations with Israel and the 
Arab countries, and by being the 
only Cbmmunist country to negotiate 
a trade agreement with the U.S. 

"We believe It is tn the interest of 
the U.S. to encourage this in- 
dependence by continuing to grant 
Rumania favoured status and access 
to U.S. Government credits, " 
Nimetz told the subcommittee. 

Miller claimed that "during the 
last 11 months, only 1.255 Jews have 
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been allowed to leave for Israel." lie 
compared that figure with 2,501 Jews 
who left Rumania between August 
1975 and July 1976. and 2,592 who left 
between August 1974 and July 1975. 
"Thus, Instead of improving follow- 
ing the extension of favour^ status 
to Rumania, the permitted Jewish 
emigration rate has dropped sharply 
and Is being maintained at a low 
level, " Miller said. 

According to Miller, "our best es- 
timates are that between 60,000- 
70.000 Jews remain in Rumania, and 
about half that number desire to 
emigrate." However, MiOcr claimed, 
“the Rumanians have tried to 
minimise the size of the Jewish pop- 
ulation which w’ishes to leave, both 
by arbitrarily lowering its official 
ngurc.s as to the number of Jews still 
in Rumania and by asserting that 
only a few thousand Jews a year are 

applying for exit visas." 

Miller aliegca Harassment by- 
Rumanian authorities which, he 
said, discouraged would-be 
emigrants. "Since the emigration 
rate is carefully controlled, many 
wishing to emigrate hesitate to sul^ 
jeet thcmscivcs to harassment and a

Tel Aviv shoppers mob markets, buy everything

Tel Aviv shoppers yesterday mobbed super- 
markets, grabbing everything in sight, in- 
cluding merchandise already marked up 
following the surprise fiscal measures an- 
nounced OB Sunday night by Finance Minister 
Blmba Ehrlich. However, there was no In- 
creased traffic over the usual Monday shoppers 
reported at Jerusalem's two largest scq^er- 
markets. 

Although government economic edicts in 
Israel are gener^ly accompanied by a ahop- 
plng frenzy, yesterday’s spree In Tel Aviv was 
the most curious to date. For one thing, 
shoppers this time did not have on foknwg of the 
2S per cent increase In the prices of subddized 
go^. Thus they could not engage in the 
habitual emptyl^ of siq)ermarket shelves 
prior to the announcement. 

Another unusual facet was that many 
shoppers spoke out gainst the hoarders who 
got to the supermarkets early to fill their shop- 
ping carts to the brim. As in the past, there was 
a great deal of complain!:^ about prices going 
up. But there were also voices justifying the 
government moves os Inevitable in view of the 
sorry state of the economy. 

3Cany shoppers arrived at the supermaxkets 
before they opened in order to be there early 
enough to buy mercbondise at old prices. But as 
the operation was such a closely-guarded 
secret, most did not know which commodities 
were aiffected and which had already been hik- 
ed in price. 

Some shoppers explained, that “there is no 
harm in bujring all tjqseB of goods because they 
may become dearer In the future too." 
Shoppers even made a frenzied rush for 
foodstuffo which cannot be hoarded. Bread was 
a favourite with housewives buying as many as 
a dozen loaves. 

Also favoured among shoppers were rice, 
floiu', and cooking oil. 


Queues at supermarket checkout counters 
were extremely long. Many who came to 
their usual early momiBg shopping lost their 
tempers as they waited while other shoppers 
bought thousand of pounds of mercluusdiae. 


Surprise 'good idea’ 


In Jerusalem, both Moshe Katz, of the main 
Supersol on Rehov Agron, and David Kraus, 
manager of the supermaricet at Hamaahb l r 
Lazarchan, agreed that Ehrlich's strategy of 
surprise was a good idea. 

“There was none of those wUd buying orgies 
we witnessed in previous subsidy cur- 
tailments,'' Katz said. “People behaved 
rationally." 

Kraus said: “I’ni glad there was no bint 
beforehand of an imminent rlee in prices like 
last time. Then people were hoarding like 
animals for several days before thS/new prices 
were announced." 

Both men observed no increased traffic in 
their supermarkets. The same was also noted 
at the Mahane Yehuda open-air market. 

The only exception was at Kraus' market, 
where early momlii^ bargain hunters scooped 
up ban of margarine and bottles of cooking oil 
at the old prices. Nevertheless, there were no 
shortages and oil went all day long for the old 
price. 

The 90-agora cut in the price of a kfio of sugar 
(from nA.90 to 1L5) harffly caused a stir. This 
was especially true at the Supersol, where the 
price reduction — on a volimtary basis — - was 
made a month ago.

Gov’t seen halving monthly 
inflow of cash to economy

According to Bank of Israel 
sources, the (Government is expected 
to Inject only some ILSOOm. a month 
Into the economy from now until the 
current fiscal year ends, on March 
31. Bank economists sald^thls 
roughly halved rate of money- 
injection, If adhered to, should be 
enough to restrain domestic demand 
and thus Inflation. 

Since the fiscal year b^an, in 
April, the total Injection of cash 
(which represents the result of tbe 
printing of money, the conversion of 
foreign-currency Into Israel pounds, 
and of Bank of Israel operations) has 
come to II2.Sb. 

At the rate foreseen by the Bank of 
Israel, the total Infusion of money 
wiU by tile end of the fiscal year 
come to ILS.Sb. Bank economists 
consider this a tolerable rate of 
monetary expansion, as even a total 
of IL6-7b. would not be unduly in- 
flationary. 

Bank economists said the com- 
bined effect of budget cuts, absorp- 
tion of money through price in- 
creases, and of a slowdown of 
monetary expansion should bring 


the economy closer to a revival of 
growth in 1978. with a dampii^ of 
future Inflation and improvement in 
the balance of payments. 

The Bank of Israel still believes 
that inflation thla year will not ex- 
ceed 26-27 per cent, In spite of the re- 
cent measures taken by the 
'Di^asury. At the same time they 
point out that the cuts in the develop- 
ment budgets are close to the bone, 
and that further cuts may jeopardize 
future economic growth.

Bank of Israel sources told The 
Jerusalem Fast yesterday that in* 
terest rates will be raised only on 
cre^t In Israel pounds. Xbrelgn 
currency credit for exports and 
loans from the special fond to assist 
bufinesses suffering from llqtddlty 
prdblems will not be affected. The In- 
tei^t rate in the latter fund Is 
eady 28 per cent. 


The new interest rate on credit for 
warking capital la ILi. will be 2* per 
cent. As reported esirlier. these rstes 
were last raisedlnJazniax 7 .alsoby 2 
per cent. 

The Treasury, however, does not 
now Intend to raise the interest rate 
on bank kiaaa for the settlement of 
tax debts. That rate will remain Z 1 
per cent — ' less than that on sub- 
aidlsed credit for working capital 
and ondevdopmentloana fo foe cen- 
tre of the country. As reported la 
May, foe State Ooinptroller has 
severely critleised the subsidisation 
of credit for the purpose of payment 
of taxes.

He said foe security 
grounds against a return no longer existed, espeelaJly 
since foe establishment of foe “good fence” policy. 

Sar ld noted that Herut and the Liberals in foe Likud 
support foe Ikrit and Blr’tm villagers, and Defence 
Mini st er E!ser Welxman had echoed this support earlier 
in foe month. 

At the Allgmnent faction level, the conaenaua was to 
wait till any faction tabled a motion for the agenda before 
eontinuing foe discussion on the issue.

Mediterranean 
can be saved, 
Cousteau says 

MONTE CARLO (APi. — French 
oceanographer Jacques Cousteau 
said yesterday. “We have foe means 
today to clean up the Mediterranean, 
assuming the IS governments 
around the sea are aertoua about do- 
ing something.” 

Cousteau spoke in a French televi- 
sion interview after welcoming 
about 50 marine acientists and 
government.xxAmed experts toa five- 
day meeting here to dlacuas 
MeditoxTonean pollution. The ses- 
sion was convened by foe United 
Nations Ehivironment Programme 
4UNEP». 

Cousteau said the Mediteiranean 
was “absolutely” one of the world's 
most polluted seas, but that “we 
have not naehed foe point of no 
retur n.** 

“UNEP's initiative — the first 
really effective collective action in 
foe Mediterranean — is fundamen- 
tal.” Cousteau said. 

“Fifteen of the 18 Mediterranean 
countrtea have signed anti-pollution 
treaties and by the end of 1978 
enongh parliaments (sixl will have 
ratified foe treaties for them to 
become effective.** he noted. 

Cousteau cautioned that “if foe 
goverzunenta just talk then foey will 
get nowhere, but if they act nature 
Trill r^iy at once. That has been my 
experiezme.**

Jews who fled 
may return, 

Sadat says 

Jerusalem Post 8 mtt 
CAIRO. — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat said yesterday that 
Egyptian Jews who have left the 
country since the creation of Israel 
in 1948 are welcome to return. 

In an interview published by the 
newspaper ”A1 Ahram.” Sadat said 
returning Jews will be treated on an 
equal footing with other Egyptians, 
and “not as second-class citizens.” 

“My decision is a contribution to 
the peace for which we are striving,” 
Sadat said. 

(Sadat’s offer is similar to those 
made earlier by Morocco, Iraq, 
Te.men and the Sudan to their 
former Jewish citizens appare.ntiy in 
keeping with a decision of foe Rabat 
Arab summit held after the Yom 
Kippur War. i 

The number of Jews u4io have left 
Arab countries is estimated at 800.- 
000. Egypt alone had a Jewish pop- 
ulation of 66 . 000 . the bulk of whom 
fled their homes following foe 1956 
Suez campaign, (the rest were ex- 
pelled after the 1967 war). At present 
there are about 400 elderly Jews in 
Cairo and Alexandria. 

The only Jew to take up Iraq’s 
offer to return — Yosef Nawi — 
repatriated himself to Israel this 
week after a year spent broad- 
casting anti-Israel propaganda over 
Baghdad Radio. He was remanded 
on Sunday tor 15 days on suspicion of 
passing information to the enemy. 

Lebanese villagers 
ask compensation 

HAIFA. — Residents of the south 
Lebanese village of Ein Ebel yester- 
day asked the Israel government to 
compensate them for property they 
left behind when foey fled from 
Haifa during the War of 
Independence in 1948. 

They made the request to 
representatives of the government in 
Haifa after entering through foe 
Good Fence at Dovev. 

They exjdained that in the 1920s 
they came to Haifa from Bln Ebel 
because of pressure on Lebanese 
Christians by neighbouring Moslem 
villages. They bought houses and 
shops, including several in Reho\' 
HerzUya, one of the main shopping 
streets in Madar. These properties 
are worth millions of pounds at 
current prices. 

They said that they are now asking 
compensation because their former 
neighbours from Bir'im and Ikrit 
seem close to gaining permission to 
resettle there and because of friend- 
ly relations between Israel and 
southern Lebanon.

BaU a year has passed ^ce the last case of ralties was 
reported ia Jerusalem. And now tlwre la vlrtujtity no 
danger that a person or animal bitten by a ctiaeased 
animal during last' winter's rabies outbreak will stiU 
come down with it. 

“There are known instances of a longer Incubation 
period, sometimes up to a year,” according to Jerusalem 
municipal veterinarian Torn! Blumeafeld. “But in 
genera]. If half a year paaaes without a case after an out- 
break euch as we had, veterinarians begin to feel 
relieved.” 

Four dogs and- a police horse died of rabies during 
December and January. 

More than 200 persons were given series of intl-rables 
Inoculations in Jerusalem during that period. Of these, 
114 were known to have been bitten or to have otherwise 
been In direct contact with rabid animals. The remainder 
-were bitten by unknown animals. The is believed 

to have been introduced into foe city by rabid foxes com- 
ing out of foe Judean Desert. 

The rabies scare proved aalutary aa far as eon- 

tzel in foe city la concerned, according to Blumenfeld. 


Before the rabies outbreak, the number of atr^ dogs 
rounded up and killed by municipal veterinarians was 
about 300 a month. In December fola rose to 1.000 and in 
January it was 800. Since tizes the number has faJJea to 
about ^ a month. 

Before last winter’s rabies outbreak, dosei» of bites 
from unknown dogs were reported ea^ month. Since 
then foe number baa been three to six Blumenfeld aays. 
“This meazu *h*t people are snpervisizig their animals 
and not letting them nm free.” 

Officially, doga ore liable to be picked up as strays if 
foey are found on foe streets without muazle or leash. 
Unofficially, however, foey are not picked 19 if their 
owners are in foe vicinity keeping an eye on them. 

“There are almost no dogs in the city now that are not 
licensed and vaccinated,” said foe veterinarian. 

He produced a British press report citing a rabies out- 
break In Amatezrdam in 1962 touched off by "a little white 
dog” — foe same description that applied to foe animal 
foat caused Jerusalem's rabies outbreak. 

In Amsterdam five persons died of rabies. "This is 
what we prevented here.” Blumenfeld eays. The strict 
supervision of stray dogs on Jerusalem streets is now a 
permanent factor, said Blumenfeld.

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Beirut calm after 
savage fighting 


BEIRUT (AP). — Calm returned to 
Beirut yesterday, after IS hours of 
savage fighting between rival 
Palestinian terrorist graups that left 
20 killed and 50 wounded by. their 
own counts. 

The clashes were ’among the 
heaviest since the Syria-dominated 
Arab League peacekeeping army 
halted Lebanon's l9-montta civil war 
last November. 

The Syrians rushed tank rein- 
forcements to ring Palestinian 
refugee camps where the Aghtlng 
flar^ between pro-Syrian terrorists 
of the Sa*eka organization and Iraqi- 
backed radicals of the rejection 
front. 

But there was no Syrian interven- 
tion in the eamps on the southern 
flank of Beirut that form Yasser 
ArafaTs main power base in the Mid- 
dle Bast.

Menten’s house fire-bombed 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter). — Fire 
atartedby a Ifolotov cocktail yester- 
day destroyed much of the mansion 
— and art eoUection — of millionaire 
Dutch art coUector Pieter Mienten, 
who is on trial here for taking part In 
the mass murder of Jews whOe ser- 
ving with the Nazis in Poland during 
World War n. 

Police said detectives were 
questioning local people about the 
blaze at the 20-room mansion, which 
is surrounded by large well-kept 
lawns in the fas^nable village of 
Blaricum east of Amsterdam. Emt no 
arrests have been made. 

The blaze was started when the 
petrol bomb was thrown on the 
house’s thatched roof shortly before 
midnight, and took three hours to 
bring under control. No one was in- 
jured: eyewitnesses saw Menten's 
wife Meta. 50, run from, the house. 

'Die Molotov cocktail fell to the 
ground and was found by firemen, 
police said. 


Police said eight attic rooms were 
gutted and about six bedrooms on 
the first floor- badly damaged. 
Ground floor rooms were damaged 
by water and smoke. 

The fire destroyed a lazge part of 
Menten's art collection which in- 
cluded water-colour paintings, silver 
and glassware, furniture and 
carpets. The extent of damage to 
Menten's possessions was not 
known, but police estimated damage 
to the building itself at l.5m. 
guilders (about KAm.). 

Ibe silver-haired Menten, 78, went 
on trial in May on charges of. taking 
part in the mass killing of Jews in 
two Nazi-occupied villages in 

■Die trial resumes on August 25. 
Menten, a diabetic. Is being held in a 
prison hospital at Sche veningen near 
Ihe Hague; 

Only a few ds^s ago legal sources 
said an Amsterdam court had 
granted a legal separation to Menten 
and his wife. 


On anniversary of dvil war 

Armed Spanish leftists 
take over radio station 


MADRID. — Leftist guerrillas 
marked the fiat anniversary of the 
Spanish Civil War yesterday by kid- 
napping a radio technician and for- 
cing him at gunpoint to play their 
tape recorded message over the air. 

ne two men and two women, arm- 
ed with pistols, fled the radio station 
after planting a number of explosive 
charges. These were defused by 
police bomb squads. 

Radio station officials reported 
that the guerrillas' message was not 
heard over the air because the tape 
had been recorded at the wrong 
speed for the station's equipment. 
Ihe four had kidnapped the techni- 
cian at home and brought him to the 
commercial radio station. 

Station officii said the four iden- 
ttfled themselves as members of 
Grapo — the October First Anti- 
Fascist Resistance Group — an 
organization whicb has claimed 
responsibility for a number of kid- 
nappings and murders. 

It was cn July 18 last year that 
(Srapo first surfaced, and on July 18, 
1936, that the late Gen. Francisco 
Franco and other right-wing

fear they could have been taken 
hostage.

ed gunmen killed. Jean-Maurice 
Pieinpono, 25, and wounded two 
clerks. They sped by car to a dock 
two kms. away and sailed off on toe 
Alexia, whicb belongs to Italian Jour- 
nalist Alexio Monsello, who was on 
boliday.in Corfu with his fiancee. 

The police ^okesman said that toe 
exact amount of money taken was 
not known.

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**Yair** Avraham Stem 


of an ’’independent" Jewish 
struggle. And he chided Kotzer for 
writing poems that did not bear a 
clear appeal to Gght. 

Kotzer was the head of the **Rosh 
Pina Cbropany" of Betar when three 
members staged, unauthorized, an 
attack on an Arab bus in Galilee, in 
retaliation fbr the numerous killings 


of Jews by Arabs. One of the Rosh 
Pina boys, Shlomo Ben-Yoaef. was 
ultimately hanged by the 
authorities. Kotzer himself spent 
many years In prison for his Stern 
Group activities, and was ultimately 
deported to Kenya. 

Id Marvad Adorn (Red Carpet). 
Kotzer tells his story with gusto, 
mudng details of bis successes with 
reports of his conversations with 
Stem. “Yair" is the venerated hero. 
Eliahu Golomb and Dov Hes, the 
Hagana leaders who gave him a lift 
to Galilee one div. stmek him as 
"not looking at all like traitors." But 
their insistence on national dis- 
cipline only prompted him to revolt. 

Young Kotzer wanted action at 
once. He considered it pusUlanlmous 
to let the Arab gangs have freedom 
to murder. The sight of Hagana, IZL 
and CZD officers fraternizizig ap- 
parently happily in the "Ginati” 
Cafe (Kotzer wrongly calls it 
"Pinati") only leadshim to conclude 
that everybody, except of course 
Tair, were double-crosserz who put 
their personal, or their party, well- 
being above the national ideal. ' 

After the murder of Yair. the CID

Political activity may dominate 
London’s new Amb-British centre

LONDON. — Pro-Israel circles here 
regard with great scepticism and 
suspicion the claims of the 
organisers that the Arab-Britiah cen- 
tre which opened here last week will 
be concerned solely with promoting 
cultural and economic links between 
Britain and the Arab world. 

As one person who is closely in- 
volved In promoting Israel’s cause in 
Britain put it to me: "They have 
dressed it up most skilfully so that it 
appears to be memly a cultural cen- 
tre but don’t forget that behind It all 
is CAABU (the CouocU for the Ad- 
vancement of Arab-British 
Understanding) which is an 
organization specifically designed to 
attack Israel and its very right to ex- 
ist." 

The Centre, which is situated in 
South Kensin^n, one of London’s 
more fashionable areas, was given a 
trezsendous boost by the fact that it 
was formally declared open by the 
Foreign Secretary, Dr. David Owen. 
In a speech overflowing with 
warmth and friendliness delivered in 
the presence of Arab League 
Secretary-General Mahmoud Rlad. 
who came specially from Cairo, 
Owen spoke of the “growing In- 
terdependence" of Britain and the 


Arab world which also “underlines 
the important political Interests we 
have in common.” 

Expressing the hope that the Cen- 
tre woulddevelop into "an important 
forum for advancing Arab-Brltish 
fiiendship and understanding," 
“Owen said that "govemment-to- 
government relations" between Bri- 
tain and the Arab world "have rare- 
ly been so good." He pointed out that 
over 300,000 Arab visitors came to 
Britain last year, that the Wbrld of 
Tgiam Festival had been held here 
last year and that the Islamic Goim- 
cil for Europe had held its second 
major economic conference here 
recently. 

On trade relations, he said that 
British exports to the Arab world in 
1976 totalled over £2000 million 
pounds, eight percent of Britain's 
total exports. ‘The Arab world is one 
of our major commercial markets," 
he stressed. 

Referring to the EEC statement on 
the Middle East, Owen said that Bri- 
tain and the Nine were "ready to 
play any part we can in achieving 
peace. A report of his ^eech in 'The 
Thnes" drew attentian to the fact that 
he omitted the words "to the extent 
the parties wish,” which were con- 
tained In the EIEC statement. "The 
Times" added that Owen’s speech 
was seen by some observers as In- 


dicating growing concern in Europe 
and America about "the uncom- 
promising attitude of the new Israeli 
government." A Foreign Office 
source, however, discounted this in- 
terpretation. pointing out that there 
was no change in the British position 
and that Owen could not be expected 
to quote the EEC statement in full 
every time he made a speech on the 
subject. 

The diairman of the Arab-British 
Centre is Sir Harold Beeley, a 
former British Ambassador to Cairo, 
and well-known for his anti-Zionist 
views. Its director is John Red- 
daway, a leading official of CAABU. 

The opening of the Centre im- 
derlines the growing importance of 
London in Arab eyes. Further 
evidence of this has come with the 
completion of the much-discussed 
mosque on a prime site facing 
Regent's Paric. ^d if anyone doubts 
Dr. Owen’s claim that Britainhosted 
300,000 Arab visitors last year, he 
should take a walk down Oxforti 
Street. I did Just that yesterday — 
and must have bumped into almost 
that number in 'the area around 
Selfridges and Marks and Spencer. 

And all this on top of the fact that 
English soccer has just lost its 
national team manager, Don Revie. 
to the Arabs for a four-year contract 
wor^ £340,000 tax free. .

The political contribution of the 
LHY to the establishment of tha 
Sute of Israel seems, however, to 
have been rather small. The enemy 
the LHY fought were in'tir- British 
administration. Whether the acts of 
the Stern Group actually 
precipitated the withdrawal of the 
British is yet to be proved. The only 
act of political consequence at- 
tributed to LHY must be the murder 
of Bemadotte — but that was after 
the War of Independence was 
already half-won. 

The damage the dissident

"It will 
be modem but will include pointe 
work because I find the dancers are 
up to it, more so than they led me to 
believe,’* he said. 

NEXT YEAR, the Netherlands 
Dance Theatre, one of the most 
prominent dance groups on both 
sidM of the Atlantic, will come to 
Israel as guest of the Bat-Dor Dance 
Company.

Rabbi Yitzhak Halperin re- 
ceived the - research grant to 
enable, bim to continue his re- 
search Into the application of 
halacha to modem life, and its 
application ki technology. 


A‘ second RESEARCH grant 
was also awarded to the Tzo- 
met Institute (Science and Tore 
Groups) Gush -Etziem. One of 
the branches of the Institute is 
concerned with cifitivation in 
greenhouses. There is an urgent 
need to solve halachic problems 
associated with Che control of 
ventilation, temperature and 
watering on Shabbat, the pre- 
ser\*ation of flowers before ex- 
port, -without the need for pick- 
ing and packing on Shtobat. 

The institute is developing an 
electro-optical device which will 
allow the flowers to be picked 
after Shabbat ends, and which 
will prevent financial loss as a 
result of not picking on Shab- 
bat. The institute is also en- 
gaged in developing a special 
in%'alid carriage for Shabbat. a 
dishwasher, various ftenns 

for use in -wire and -wireless 
comiminications. 

The Judges panel decided to 
award a research grant to the 
T^omet Institute for use in its 
greenhouses project, the results 
of -which wUl be of benefit to agri- 
culturalists and the -wfatde coun- 
try — through the encourage- 
ment of tiocpoils.

of immense responsibility, since 
it is their duty to see -that the 
Tora does not become fossilized. 

Scholars concerned with the To- 
ra must translate it into current 
everyday language. This is a ho- 
ly task, and those who under- 
take It despite toe great diffi- 
culties must be aware of toe res- 
ponsibility and toe sacred nature 
of their work. 

Rabbi Soloveichik feels that 
teachers must possess human un- 
derstanding of a veiy high level; 
to know all aspects of the Tora 
is not sufficient A sensitivity is 
called for that will allow an un- 
derstanding of problems posed 
by toe Torn, and an application 
of its precepts in everyday life. 
The personality of the Tora 
teacher must be sensitive not 
only to the temple and the Jew- 
ish quarter: be must be sensitive 
to modern life. Everything one 
does must be done with great 
caution, in order to preserve the 
thing he is concerned with.

Tviro rabbis here are making it 
Mmpulsory for Jewish couples toun- 
a test for Tay-Sachs — a rare 
killer disease confined primarily to 
Jews — before they will ^ree to 
«tarry them. 

r.abbi Howard Kosovske and Rab- 
bi Arnold Turchick decided two 
months ago to take advantage of re- 
cent-medical discoveries, including 
a simple blood test, to determine if a 
couple carries the Tay-Sachs gene. 
There is no cure for the disease, and 
the only way to prevent it Is to stop 
its genetic transmission from 
generation to generation. 

“It isn't intended to be an 
autocratic thing," Turchick said. 
"We just felt this was a good time to 
get people thinking about their 
future families." 

Until the blood test was discovered 
a few years ago there was no way a 
couple could tell if they were 
carriers, and no way they could 
know whether their b^ies would be 
bom with the fatal disease which is 
found mostly in Jewish people of 
Eastern or Middle European des- 
cent. It occurs in one out of 900 
Jewish marriages, according to 
Kosovske. If both parents are Tay- 
Sachs carriers, there is a one In four 
chance they will have a Tay-Sachs 
baby, and a 100 per cent chance that 
the babv will die. he noted. 


A Tay-Sachs baby is unable to use 
the fatty substances in food, and 
those substances accumulate in the 
I brain, destroying the brain cells and 
causing retardation, blindness, and 
death. 

Kbsovske explained that a random 
screening was done in Charleston. 
South Carolina, a few years ago. just 
to see what would turn up. ^ said 
the screening of 199 persona in. 
Charleston found five who carried 
the Tay-Sachs gene. Two of those 
were married to each other. 

Kosovske said he began 
recommending the blood test while 
serving In bis previous position in 
Massachusetts. "When I came here, 
the logical conclusion was to go one 
step further and make It a re- 
quirement," he said. 

The test itself Is simple and 
painless, and costs, about $7 (IL70). 
Components of the blood are ex- 
tracted here and sent to Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore to be 
tested for Tay-Sachs. Kbsovske said 
if a couple is unable to pay for the 
test, the Jewish Community will fbot 
the bUl. 

Both rabbis s^ nobody has balked 
at taking the teat in the two months 
they havebeen requiring it, and they 
would like to see such testtngdone on 
all persons of child-bearing age. 

"We could prevent a lot of tragedy 
by doing this," they said. 


Plans for abortion law implementation

Health Ministry officials say they 
are proceeding with preparations to 
implement the new abortion law 
passed in February, noting that it is 
scheduled to go into effect one year 
' after legislation. 


Hie ministry spokesman was ask- 
• ed for a reaction last week to a 
charge that the ministry had done 
nothing to prepare implementation 
of the law, which contains a clause 
permitting abortions because of the 
woman's social conditions. 

The charge came from Dr. Miae- 


cabee Salzbezger, a spokesman for 
tbe Jerusalem branch of the Israel 
FaniUy Planning Association and 
medical director of Misgav Ladach 
Hospital. He was addressing women 
members of the Knesset on problems 
of family planning. 

The Health Hhiiatry spokesman 
refused to mention specific steps 
taken to prepare for implementation 
of the new law, or to comment on 
whether the new government's coali- 
tion ag eement, which supports the 
repeal of the "social clause.” has 
had any effect on the Health 
Ministry's planning.

So far, ~fie~ said, fhe passengers 
carrying such tickets were allowed 
to pay the difference in fare and to 
continue on tiieir way. But he stress- 
ed that In the future the eompai^ 
had the right tor cancel an illegal 
ticket. Howevo’, toe airline has not 
taken any action against the offen- 
ding agents. 


‘Sale’ of silver caip ends

Capital to get first telex 
booth open to the public

Jemsalem Post reporter 
IN two weeks Jemaalem will get its 
first public telex booth, Yehuda lan- 
dau, director of the Postal Services' 
external department, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. The 
booth will be located on the ground 
floor of the main post office building 
on Jaffa Road and will be open 24 
hours a day. ' 

Two similar facilities operated by 
the COmmunicaiions Minlstiy have 
been serving TbI Avfv and Haifa for 
several months. The service enables 
direct teleprinter-to-teleprinter com- 
munications between any two par- 
ties anywhere in the world. 

Though the telex booths are open 
to anybody on a cash basis, sub- 
scribers paying an annual fee are 
billed and received special services 
such as notification by phone of 
receipt of a reply, a permanent telex 
number which may be printed on 
letterheads for use by contacts 
abroad, and various delivery options 
tor incoming telex messages. 

AU users, subscibera or others, 
pay the same basic time charges for 
transmission of telex-messages 
abroad. (The public booths do not 
handle domestic telex com- 
munications.! Some representative 
current charges are: 'U.S.. IUl.40 
per minute; Ehirope (except UK), 
Cyprus, and Turkey, IL22 per 
minute: and United EOxigdom, ZL26 
per minu te. 

Subscribers to the public telex ser- 


vice pay an amniai fee of IU2 0 plus 
VAT. This does not Include the 
operation charge of 115.25 for the 
first minute's service and ILL for 
each additional minute. If the sub- 
scriber wishes to be Informed by 
phone when telex messages arrive ' 
for him, he pays HA.24per notifica- 
tion, and the message is either mail- 
ed to him by ordinary post, or held 
for pickup. 

However, by agreeing to pay 
Q5.40, the message will be read to 
him over the phone, fbr IL0.1O, the 
telex is also dispatched by special 
messenger, the same way as a 
telegram. 

According to Landau, use of telex 
by Israelis is increasing markedly; 
hence the need to open a third public 
booth, to serve the Capital. 

“It's just another service, to the 
public,” Landau said, designed 
mainly for Individuals a^ tow for 
whom it doea sot p^y to invest in 
purchase or leasing of a telex in- 
strument.” 

Besides high fees for (nKtaiUng a 
telex line and the instrument, 

monthly service ehazgea of about 
ILO ,000 are involved in maintaining 
the telex equipment on an individual 
basis.

Round of negotiations on higher 
maritime shipping rates concluded

HAIFA. — The Shippers Council 
yesterday signed an agroement wltb 
Zim and the large Northwest 2hiro- 
pean Shipping Conference 
(CONISCON) on a freight rate in- 
crease, to go into force on August l. 
This concludes the round of 
negotiations on higher freight rates 
with the shipping conferences and 
the lines serving Israel. 

Council secretary Arieh Mehoulal 
told Z7ic Jerusalem Post that these 
increases, together with those 
already applied at the beginning of 
the year, will raise the freight bill of 
Israel's importers and exporters for 
this year by lL250m. Another H500 
will be paid by them on account of 
the monthly devaluations. 

Mehoulal noted that the country's 
total maritime freight bill is IL3b. a 
year for scheduled liner transport, 
and another ILSb. for special con- 
tract cargoes, such as citrus, grains 
and phosphateis. The increases will 
be over and above this total. 

Zim refrained from any increases 
on three of Its lines out of EUat, 
those to Australia, Iran and South 
Africa. In order to foster exports on 
them. 


On Zim's Eilat-Far Bast and East 
Africa lines, charges will go up by 
five per cent on imports and 2.5per 
cent on exports. 

On Zim's Mediterranean lines 
•(including Rumania) , import freight 
charges will go up by six per cent 
and exports by throe per cent. 

On Zim’s West Africa lines, 
charges will go up by five per cent 
both ways. 

CONISCON. the largest European 
conference serving Isrul will raise 
its charges on exports to Israel by 
five per cent and on Imports by tour 
per cent. CONISCON refused to re- 
tain the former big differential 
between import and export rates. 

Hamburg-based conference 
ar^ed that this was a clear dis- 
crimination against German exports 
to Israel. 

Mehoulal said all the Increases on 
Zlzn and CONISCON lines will re- 
‘main in effect until the end of the 
year. It was agreed that in 1978 there 
would be no mid-year Increases, to 
addition, Zim has undertaken to aid 
exporters who are unable to bear the 
higher costs on specific items, 
Mehotilal said.

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Ehrlich’s first prescription 


FINANCE MINISTER Simha Ehrlich deserves to be applauded 
for what is without a doubt a highly adroit feat of economic and 
fiscal management. 

The fiscal pack^^ sprung upon the public Sunday night was 
fairly wide-ranging, ai^ although it was not unexpected, no op- 
portunity was given to Interest groups to use -their political 
leverage to extort or wheedle out concessions in advance: nor 
were there prior leaks to the media. The performance could also 
be presented, with some plausibility, as a first step towards the 
^Ifilment of the Likud’s pre-election promises of cutting the 
budget. 

Mr. Ehrlich did not miss the chance to aim a barb or two at 
the previous Government for saddling the economy with the 
problems which his present measures are intended to ease. 
However, he failed to acknowledge that he had inherited not 
only the problems but also the plan of how to deal with them — 
which had been ready in Uie Treasury since April. The FinEUice 
Minister may. of course, argue that an Alignment government 
would not have been able to implement that programme as well 
as he seems to be doing: hut what he is doing so far is neither 
more nor less than a continuation of the previous ad- 
ministration’s planned policies. 

By the same token, the criticisms which have been voiced by 
some Alignment leaders are obviously a case of sour grapes. 

Within the economic policy framework which, parliamentary 
shadow-boxing apart, is common to the Likud and the Align- 
ment, Mr, Bfhrllch's policy package Is no more than a set of stop- 
gap measures. They cannot yet be seen as harbingers of the 
more fundamental changes which the Likud has been promis- 
ing. Perhaps these more thoroughgoing changes will be 
reflected in the budget which Mr. Ehrlich is to present In 
September. 

The measures Just taken should save the Treasury IL6.8 
billion by comparison with what the Government would 
otherwise have had to spend. Of this amount, IL^.lb, represent 
net savings in the budget, in the form of an almost straight 
across-the-board slash of 3 per cent in all government 
departments. The biggest cut is In the defence budget — and 
since Alignment governments have rarely been able to ac- 
complish that feat, Mr. Ehrlich as well as Mr. Weisman deserve 
credit for it. 

The combined cuts, which represent about half the wage in- 
creases recently granted to government employees, in effect 
impose a 3 per cent “productivity increase” on the state 
machinery. But they do not affect the scope and structure of 
goveinment services, and they represent no programme for the 
elimination of functions which the Likud government deems 
redundant. 

Two-thirds of the savings in effect mean the substitution of 
one form of taxation for another. Instead of printing money to 
cover the costs of the subsidies — which are a generalised form 
of taxation — the Treasury has shifted the burden on to the con- 
sumer, which is tantamount to a direct tax. Necessary as the 
elimination of subsidies may be, it should not be overlooked that 
this steep jump in living costs is regressive. 

The recession is made worse by the timing of the price hike 
of subsidized goods and services. The cost-of-Uvlug allowance 
payable in October is calculated on the basis of the change in the 
average consumer price Index of June- August, as compared 
with the preceding December-February period. The present 
price increase, which is officially escpected to drive the index up 
by some 6 per cent, will therefore be spread over a period of 
three months. 

Since the cost-of-living allowance is 70 per cent of the price In- 
crease, employees wlU be compezisated in October ozily for one 
quarter of the price Increase. 

To be sure. Mr. Ehrlich has been In office less than a month 
and cannot be blamed for not taking the present steps earlier. At 
the same time, it will be dlfflcult to find fault with the X^tadrut 
for demanding that workers be more fully compensated for the 
rise in living costa. 

The present system was devised when a drastic change, such 
as the present one, and a price inflation of 30-40 per cent a year, 
were not foreseen. Yet the system also assures businessmen 
and property-owners complete immunity from price inflation. 

Another corollary of the present as well as past government- 
made price inflation is that the tax base is constantly being 
lowered. In October, the cumulative reduction of the minimum 
taxable Income, since the income tax rs^form of July 1976. will 
have come to about 18 per cent. This Is the predictable result of 
the fact that the suljTistment of the tax brackets, too. Is limited to 
70 per cent of the price rise. In consequence, ever larger 
numbers of low emd middle Income people are to be pushed into 
higher tax brackets — which is something the income tax 
reform intended to avoid. 

The regression of the new measiu'es, together with the 
changes occurring in the income tax burden, contrast with Mr. 
Ehrlich’s silence about the revenue side of the budget, which 
has remained unaltered in real terms. The argument that the 
load has once again been divided unequally, which the Histadrut 
will no doubt put forward, has therefore much foundation in 
fact.

Education and the disadvantaged 




IT IS OBVIOUS that the Mlnkowlch 
report on the situation in Israeli 
elementary schools deserves 
rigorous scientific analysis. 
Nevertheless, in view of what the 
media have chosen to emphasize 
regarding the differences between 
State schools and State -religious 
schools, a number of points need to 
be made. 

The report mentions that 33 per 
cent of the pupils in State schools ace 
disadvantage, as compared with 73 
per cent in State-religious schools. It 
also reveals that the parents of 
children in State schools have 25 per 
cent more education (in years) than 
the parents of the others. 

Ihe schools are divided Into three 
categories: advant^ed iwlth up to 
24 per cent of the children disadvan- 
tagcdi: integrated (with between 25 
and TS per cent disadvantaged): dla- 
advamaged (76 to 100 per cent disad- 
vantaged). 

There is a significant difference in 
the weekly number of staff hours per 
pupil alloeated by the Elducation 
Ministry — 1.2 in State schools and 
1.0 in State-rellfious schools. But 
between advantaged schools and in- 
tegrated schools, the difference is 
only 1.1 against 1.2. Pupils at disad- 
vantaged schools get 1.7 hours. 

It is generally agreed that integra- 
tion runs into serious difficulties 
when the disadvantaged pupils com- 
prise over 40 per cent. According to 
the Bfinkowlch nport, however, a 
school can have up to 7S per cent dis- 
advantaged and still qualify as 


One of the most disturbing findings of 
the Minkowich Report, according to 
YOSEF GOLDSCHMIDT, is that dis- 


advantaged children- very often 
receive less staff attention than those 
considered advanta,ged.

“mtegrated.*’ And the allocation of 
weekly staff hours is acconUngly 
only 9 per cent higher than It is in ad- 
vantaged schools. 

I was amazed to learn from the 
report that disadvantaged schools 
come out the lowest by far in terms 
of auxiliary staff. There are con- 
siderably fewer nurses, psy- 
chologists and cQonaeUors — 
fewer hours devoted to gym, library 
and taandicraRs ~ in disadvantaged 
schools than in the integrated ones, 
wMch in turn are worse off in this 
respect than advantaged schools. 


BEARING in mind the share of dis-. 
advantaged that State-religious 
schools carry, we turn now to 
"Relationships Between Achieve 
ment and Cultural Origin — Genera- 
tion Characteristics of Pupils” and 
read: ‘"The relationship between 
achievcm^ and group difterencea 
by cultural origin and generation in 
Israel is evident in all test datiu 
Children of Asiaa-African origin 
achieve lower than children of 
European-American background...” 
In view of this general finding, it 
would appear that schools with a 
higher pere^tage of disadvantaged 
— fi^hether they are classified as 
such or as Aslan-African — must be 
provided with the means to cope with 


the special problems connected with 
origins. We have noted that, as far as 
staff-hour allocation is concerned, 
little notice is taken of tiiis factor, 
and in auxiliary services there Is a 
marked inverse relationship. We ' 
next learn that State-religious 
schools devote fewer lessons to 
mathematics, science and 
gec^^)^ than State schools, while 
they devote about 34 per cent more 
time to Bible. Ihe result is that, 
pupils In State-religious schools 
score considerably l^er tiiait the 
others in most subjects where fewer 
weekly lessonsare allocated. The ex- 
ceptions are several tests in Bible, in 
which relifdous and non-religious 
score equally la grade 6. These fin- 
dings prove the relattonship between 
number of teaching hours and 
achievement. They also prove that 
Slate-religioua schools, iohere they 
devote et^ficient tiTne, overcome the 
handic<^ of the load of disadvan- 
. tagod children. 

It shonld be noted that there are 
additional areas in the two school 
systems where considerable 
ditf erenees exist in time allocation to 
subjects. The teaching of Oral Law 
and Laws and Customs gets ap- 
proximately six weekly lessons for 
boya and two to tour lessons for girls 
in State-religious schools, as i^aingt 


two lessons at the most in State 
schools. On the other hand, physical 
training, drawing music get ap- 
preclab^ less time in State-religious 
scteols than In the State system. 

Bad these areas been included in 
ihe research, meaningful short- 
comings wouldhave been discovered 
in the State-religious schools. It 
seems strange indeed that children 
• from culturally deprived and 
otherwise disadvantaged homes 
» should get less counsell^ and psy- 
chological advice, . and also less 
physical and art training, than 
children from AmericanrEuropean 
. homes.

The obligations of education 


NO ONE who regards himself as an 
intelligent person is opposed to the 
Integration policy In education In 
Israel. But there are a great many 
who would prefer to have that In- 
tegration imp'lemente'd in 
neighbourhoods and with children 
other than their own. Such education 
will either “alow dawn” or “bar- 
barize.”. or, what is worse, "bore” 
their children. 

Th ere are two problems connected 
with such an outlook, more 
serious one concerns the conscious 
decision to ignore the fact that the 
"right” to have a quality education 
involves a moral obligation to con- 
tribute to the society that bestows 
that right. This is true under any 
scheme of, governance or of aoci^ 
contract; one must "pay” in some 
way for what one receives in terms 
of freedom and rights. 

The second problem is that such 
an outlook ignores certain well es- 
tablished principles of education and 
learning. 


Any sensible discussion of school in- 
tegration In this country, says 
DAVID G. JAROFF, must be based 


on acceptance of the fact that there is 
a price to be paid for quality educa- 
tion for all children. 


LEARNING takes place best when 
the Individual — child or adult — 
becomes aware that bis present 
mode of functioning, on ei^er an in- 
tellectual ot aoelal level, Is not ade- 
quate. This awareness creates 
within the person a sense of Im- 
balance — the feeling that all is not 
as well as It should be ~ that there 
may be a better way of functioning. 

This feeling of disequUibratlon 
caimot be handed down passively 
from the outside. It cannot come 
directly from either parents or 
teachers — it must arise out of the in- 
dividual's own needs. And once it is 
there, the direction the individual’s 
development takes is. always 
positive — that is to say, towards a 
higher and better state of functional 
and Internal abUitiea. Therefore, the 


axiom diat exposure to “haibsrism” 
will automatically lead to bar- 
barism, may be seen as naive. Such 
exposure, if n urt ured and not stifled, 
will lead eventually to better ways of 
dealing with barbarism. 


There Is also a spin-off effect of 
such diaequilibratlon and Its atten- 
dant development. The “bar- 
barian.” too. is exposed — through 
the process of Integration — to a new 
way of operating within the world. 
The barbarian la thna also dise- 
qullibrated, and must seek a higher 
form of dealing with his or her world. 

One might ask whether there la a 
Catch-22 situation inherent in such a 
scheme. But there Isn't, niough 
there may be a temporary regres- 
sion on the part of some izi^viduala 


going through the development 
process caused by such dlaequUibrap 
tion, that is only a necessary antece- 
dent of growth. 

This will be l(mnd to be true 
whether one is learning a new form 
of mathematics (such as calculus,' 
where there Is a temporary regres- 
sion to the use of extreme^ simple 
fonns of arithmetic), or some new 
scheme of ethics (where, upon ex- 
posure to a new and higher code of 
behavlonr, the individual must at 
least reconsider older, less 
developed ethical systems that 
"worked” in earlier stages of his 
devriopment).

DIESEL ENGINES FOR FBIVACT CABS

Sir, — Apparently Israel la not in- 
terested in fuel conservation. Your 
article of June 19 on the trend 
towards diesel engines in cars in the 
U.S. and Western Europe 
aggravates my painful experience 
as an immigrant. Anticipating 
retirement, realizing that a car in 
Israel would be a major Investment 
and knowing, as a professor of 
engineering, that a (fieael is more 
fuel efficient, less polluting, and 
longer lived. I purchased a diesel- 
powered car in Europe and brought 
it with me when I entered Israel last 
June. 

After changing my status from 
tourist to Immigrant and extending 
the tourist licence for the car, I went 
to customs in Jetifa on May 19 to start 
the process for obtaining a perma- 
nent Israel licence. A 50 per cent 
duty was assessed which I promptly 
paid, and only afterwards was I in- 
formed that I would have to change 
the diesel to a gasoline motor since 
diesels are permitted only for taxis. 
Furthermore, X was told that having 
paid the duty on one car, I could not 
sell or reexport tills car witiiout p v- 
ing full taxes and duty on a replace- 
ment. Changing the motor of the car 
will entail a loss of over 1120,000 
even though the diesel motor cost 
$ 1,100 more than the gasoline motor 
originally. 

Customs now has under coosidera- 
Uon the poasihllity of gtvli^ me the 
right to buy another car with im- 
migrant privileges if I sell the car as 
a taxi or re-export it. but I will lose 


the customs duty that I have already 
paid. 

Having made what 1 thought, is 
good faith, was a souzxl decision, I 
find that I win be faced with con- 
stderahle financial loss due to the 
pjrahlhlticn against the use of diesel 
motors in private cars. -Further- 
more, I protest against the way the 
matter was handled — nowhere In 
the informatioD sent to me by the 
Aliyah authorities about bringing a 
car into Israel was there any men- 
tion of the prohibition — certai^ 
not in the 'Guide for the Oieh.” 
Finally, it pains me to see that Israel 
is less conscious of fuel conservation 
than the profligate U.S., though it 
should be more Important here.
